Many who attended rode their bikes to 
ceremony to show appreciation for trail 
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But those concerns were 
eventually put to rest with 
signs at each driveway, 
reminding pedestrians, 
cyclists and rollerbladers to 
watch for traffic, and the sec¬ 
ond phase of the path was 
completed—too late for 
Howse, who died two years 
ago from cancer, to see it fin¬ 
ished. 

Howwellitisusedwas evi¬ 
denced Sunday by a crowd of 
about 200 supporters who 
came to witness the unveil¬ 
ing of the plaque, many 
arriving on bikes—including 
Niagara United Mennonite 
Pastor Rudy Dirks, who 
offered a prayer of dedica- 

“Bob Howse was ahead of 
most politicians when he 
talked about connecting the 
Old Town and Virgil,” said 
Lord Mayor Gary Burroughs. 
"And he wouldn’t let it go.” 


The reward for the wis¬ 
dom and perseverance of the 
former municipal clerk and 
councillor, Burroughs point¬ 
ed out, was the number of 
bicycles laid on the ground 
by those who were at die cer¬ 
emony to honour Howse. 

MPP Kim Craitor and MP 
Rob Nicholson were also 
there with words of praise 
and thanks for the man 
whose determination 
ensured the completion of 
the trail, with $50,000 from 
each of their governments. 

“I knew Bob Howse for 
only a short time,” said 
Craitor. 

“I wish it had ben longer.. 
. he was a pretty neat person. 
Very analytical, very soft-spo- 

He was the kind of man 
you wanted to say yes to, said 
Craitor. 

“He was a quiet man, a 
gentleman, a leader in many 
ways. He left us a legacy. He 


the driving force behind 
this trail—he saw it as a 
metaphor for uniting the 
communities of the Old 
Town and Virgil, and he was 
right.” 

Bob’s brother Jim spoke for 
the family when he talked of 
the legacy of service to their 
country and community, 
passed down from genera- 


ther and great-grandfather— 
and promised that the next 
generation will continue to 

In getting the trail finished, 
Jim said, Bob did what he 
always did— “he figured out 
what was right and then 
fought like hell to get it done.” 

“The Howse family has 
served this country in war 
and in peace,” said MP Rob 
Nicholson. “I'm only too 
happy to be part of some¬ 
thing that honours 
a member of the 
Howse family.”

St. Davids residents 
deserve a fair deal 


W hat do you know about 

grinder pumps? Residents 
of 83 homes in St. Davids 
might say they know far more about 
them than they ever wanted or 
expected to know. 

Grinder pumps collect all of the 
waste-water from a home and grind 
it into slurry. They are used in low- 
pressure sewer systems with small- 
diameter pipes, allowing wastewater 
to be pumped uphill where needed. 
The sewer system designed for St. 
Davids required some, though not 
all, homes to have grinder pumps, 
and some of them have failed pre¬ 
maturely, leaving those property 
owners with large bills to pay to 
replace them. 

They didn’t ask for grinder pumps, 


and they certainly didn’t have any 
say over the model that was chosen 
or the company that supplied them. 

It seems entirely reasonable that 
the town should now be at least 
partly responsible for helping resi¬ 
dents replace the pumps that have 
not lived up to expectations. 

Kudos to Councillor Gary Zalepa 
for stepping up to the plate and ask¬ 
ing the town to create a fund that 
would help finance early replace¬ 
ment pumps. 

Let’s hope a fair system of com¬ 
pensation can be arranged. And it 
wouldn’t seem at all unreasonable 
to expect that those residents who 
have already been forced to pur¬ 
chase replacements be compensat¬ 
ed retroactively.

We didn't have gradu¬ 
ates there, and yet we felt 
like we did. We knew over 
half of them and recognized 
the faces and names of the 
other half. These students 


have gone to school together 
for the last four years; many 
have known each other 
since Kindergarten or have 
been on loci sports teams 
or been involved in town 
run programs; many work at 
our loci businesses and we 
see them on a daily or week¬ 
ly basis. While watching the 
ceremony, it actually didn't 
feel just like just a close knit 
group graduating, but a fam¬ 
ily. 

Like every family there are 
good times and sad. We are 
sad to see them go and sad 
to see the end of community 
secondary education in 
NOTL. But we are forever 
grateful for the opportuni¬ 
ties our NOTL kids have had 
to receive excellent educa¬ 
tion in this close knit com¬ 
munity. NDSS students have 
contributed much to the 
fabric of our town and will 
continue to do so, even with 


the added difficulty of out of 
town schooling.

How is it about the kids? 
This is purely a political 
matter; the schools the 
board wants to stay open are 
given funding for programs 
which then attract the kids. 
Sir Winston has a geograph¬ 
ical catchment area of 
approximately 300 students, 
yet has over 800 kids attend¬ 
ing. Why? Because the board 


funded programming there. 

We're tired of reading the 
city newspapers that are 
constantly reporting that 
unfortunately NDSS has to 
close because there are not 
enough students in NOTL to 
keep it open. Did you know 
that the NOTL soccer league 
has over 500 kids playing 
soccer here in our town? 
These types of numbers 
apply to our secondary stu¬ 
dents as well. 

There are more than 
enough and if the board 
would promote program¬ 
ming for NDSS like it has for 
other high schools, our kids 
would not choose to leave 
their community to be edu- 

We trusted our "trustees" 
to work for us, but many of 
our "trustees" cannot be 
trusted. Make sure you know 
who to vote for trustees this 
coming fall election.

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Historic Foghorn House lovingly restored 


> Town owns 
building on 
waterfront, col¬ 
lects revenue from 
lease to Niagara 
Foundation.

The Foghorn House on 
River Beach Road is being 


restored—for the second 
time—by the Niagara 
Foundation. 

The house, built by the 
Department of Marine and 
Fisheries Canada in 1904 as 
a warning station for 
marine vessels and decom¬ 
missioned in 1978, is one of 
the few original structures 
of its kind still standing—an 
unusual survivor of great 
lakes navigational aids. 

Purchased by the town in 
the early '80s and first 
restored by the Foundation 
later that decade, the her¬ 


itage-designated building is 
leased to the foundation, 
which then rents it out, 
hands over a portion of 
rental fees to the town and 
uses the rest to help finance 
other projects. 

The first restoration of the 
Foghorn was mostly cos¬ 
metic, says foundation 
president Paul Shepherd, 
who heads a board of 12 
members. 

This restoration project is 
extensive, inside and out, 
top to bottom, including a 
new set of French doors in 


the living area replacing 
one window, and providing 
access to the back yard and 
the beautiful view of the 
river, just steps away from 
the house. 

“We’re doing it because it 
really needed to be done,” 
says Shepherd, “and so we 
could continue to rent it. 
We could see problems 
arising, so we decided to go 
ahead with it." 

The bulk of the exterior 
renovation is being 
financed by a generous 
donation from Carol and 


John Walker. 

The foundation has a 
deadline to complete the 
work—the Foghorn will be 
one of seven unique prop¬ 
erties to be showcased on 
the 2010 Niagara 
Foundation House Tour 
Saturday, September 18—a 
major fundraiser which will 
also support the restora- 

The Niagara Foundation 
was established as a volun- 

in 1962 to promote the his¬ 
tory, traditions and culture 


of the Niagara area. 

It has inventoried 
Niagara's historic buildings; 
published a limited edition 
reference book that has 
become a collector's item; 
and purchased the 
Apothecary on Queen 
Street which was eventually 
taken over by government 
and the Ontario College of 
Pharmacy, which today 
operates the building as a 
19th century apothecary 
museum.

Residents of Niagara-on-the-Lake 
Do You Know... 

1 in 5 Canadians will experience a mental illness in their lifetime. The remaining 4 
will have a friend, family member or colleague who will. 

Seventy per cent of mental health problems and illnesses have their onset during 
childhood or adolescence. 

About 20% of people with a mental disorder have a co-occurring substance use 
problem. 1 

As with any illness, access to treatment is critical. However, only one-third of 
those who need mental health services in Canada actually receive them. This is 
due to a number of reasons. 

First, there is still a tremendous stigma towards mental illness. For example, 
just 50% of Canadians would tell friends or coworkers that they have a family 
member with a mental illness, compared to 72% who would discuss diagnoses 
of cancer or 68% diabetes in the family. In addition, access to treatment is often 
lacking. Seventy-one per cent of family physicians ranked access to psychiatrists 
in Ontario as far to poor. 1 

Mental illness poses high social costs. In Canada, mental illness is a leading 
cause of human disability and premature death. Every day 500,000 
Canadians are absent from work due to psychiatric problems, and mental health 
is the number one cause of disability in Canada, accounting for nearly 30% of 
disability claims and 70% of the total costs. 1 

Niagara’s current mental health services program is comprised of acute mental 
health and ambulatory care programs. Featuring 60 inpatient mental health beds, 
the program sees approximately 2,000 inpatients and close to 18,000 outpatient 
visits each year. Currently, patients requiring specialized or longer-term inpatient 
mental healthcare must access programs based in Hamilton, London or Toronto. 

To better care for the needs of patients requiring mental healthcare service in 
Niagara, a new longer-term program will be introduced at the healthcare complex 
under construction in St. Catharines. 


Our new Community Hospital & 
Regional Mental Health Centre 

The future Niagara Regional Mental Health Centre, which will be the largest 
department in the new healthcare complex, will feature 84 beds on the main 
level, a new 10-bed Psychiatric Intensive Care Unit, and 4 mental health beds in 
the pediatric unit for children. The consolidation of the three large mental health 
units at one site will allow for a new way of caring for these patients by creating a 
designated unit specifically for them. 



“Niagara Region has a high incidence of mental illness and a real shortage of 
services. We have a shortage of clinical staff in the mental health area and 
certainly this new state-of-the-art facility will help attract psychiatrists, psychiatric 
nurses and other specialists in this field to the Niagara Region,” states Dr. Reimer. 

Dr. Karen Berti, also of the Niagara-on-the-Lake Hospital, adds, “The specialized 
program at the new Mental Health Centre will serve the entire Niagara region, 
and will enable expansion of the mental health program and longer-term inpatient 
services to better care for the needs of our region’s mental health patients.”

The foundation also 
leased and restored the 
architecturally significant St. 
Mark's Rectory and sublet 
the property for 12 years 

decided to take up residence, 
and in 1999, the foundation 
acquired what is now known 
as die William and Susannah 
Steward Homestead to pre¬ 
vent the redevelopment of 
the property. 

This modest frame cot¬ 


tage, circa 1835, is considered 
the most important surviving 
house in town owned by early 
black setders. 

Through the efforts of char¬ 
ter member Frank Hawley, 
the Foundation has also 
acquired three 19th century 
carriages: two which were 
restored by the Foundation, 
the third a hearse transferred 
to the local funeral home 
with the promise that it 
would be completely restored 
and made available to the 
public.
